Christmas Customs 


By DOCTOR FRANK MceCOY 

When we celebrate Christmas by giving to 
others, by setting up the Christmas tree, or by 
hanging wreaths in the windows, we are ob- 
serving customs which have come down to us 
many sources. Some of these customs 
have been carried out so long that their real 
origin has been lost and we 
must take the word of his- 
torians as to their first mean- 
ing. However, wherever 
Christmas has been observed, 
it has been a time of merry- 
making and of mirth, a time 
of gladness and good-will. 
The celebration of Christmas 
has survived chiefly because 
the true Christmas spirit lives 
in the human heart—because 
there is a desire to drop the 
ordinary routine and devote ourselves to mak- 
ing others happy. The wish to give happiness 
to others is the true spirit of Christmas. As 
long as that desire lives on within each one of 
us, Christmas will continue. 

Dtring feudal times, the Christmas festival 
was celebrated by the flocking of thousands to 
the castles, where enormous feasts were served. 
At these feasts, food was eaten with fingers and 
not forks, and plum pudding were cheerfully 
ablaze with brandy. The wild boar was the 
honored dish at all feudal feasts and an apple 
was thrust in the mouth of the animal, and the 
head wreathed. in greens. Only privileged 
guests were allowed to dine in the castle and 
those of lower rank were served in the court- 
yard where meats were cooked out-of-doors. 
Mince pies were favorites at these feasts, being 
called “mutton pies” or “Christmas pies,” and 
being baked in oblong shapes to remind those 
present of the manger of the infant Christ. 

Such feasts lasted from several hours to 
several days and the thousands of people who 
attended them tried to,see who could eat the 
10st. While we still celebrate Christmas with 
feasting, fortunately we have somewhat re- 
vised the idea of over-stuffing on rich foods. 

One of the mest famous of Christmas gifts 
was a pair of silk stockings knit for Queen 
Elizabeth by one of her maids. The gift is said 
to have pleased the Queen so much that she re- 
sed to wear a other kind of hose. Even 
jay, many a woman will be pleased to find a 

air of silk hose on the Christmas tree. The 
original Christmas gifts were the gold, frankin- 
cense and myrhh taken to the Christ Child by 
the Three Wise Men of East, who followed 
a star to Bethlehem.

A Day in Canadian History 


Three Christmas eves must al- 
ways stand out in the history of 
Canada. The first was that 400 
years ago today when Jacques 
Cartier and his scurvy-tortured 
ship's company waited through 
the darkness of «eiter in their 
little ship in what became the St.

De- 
cember 24, 1866, when just as Big 
Ben struck the hour of seven 
o'clock the Canadian delegates 
left their conference room in the 
Westminster Palace hotel in Lon- 
don after putting the final 
touches to what became the Bri- 
tish North America Act. It was 
on that Christmas Eve alsg that 
it was decided that the name of 
the new British Commonwealth 
should be the Dominion of Can- 
ada, a dominion “from sea to sea 
and from the river to the ends of 
the earth.”

Dominion Control Of 
Provincial Financing 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 


There is a great temptation to consider the question of vesting 
in a Dominion Loan Board control over future Provincial bor- 
Towing on the balance sheets of today—without reference to the 
needs of, tomorrow. Another great temptation is to assume, 
without reference to facts, that the Provincial balance sheets of 
today were created by the Provincial Governments by their own 
initiative and powers; although nothing could be farther from the 
truth. 


The Dominion wrecked Provincial finances by invading the 
direct taxation field with the Dominion War Income Tax Act; and 
by passing sky-high tariff law, thereby cutting down commerce 
by more than one-half, and causing a collapse of values and 
earning power. So complete was the wrecking of commerce that 
the Dominion was obliged to buy up the exportable wheat of 
1934 to the extent of upwards of two hundred million dollars; 
in order that a Dominion general election could be carried on 
in such a manner as to prevent the electors learning the real 
effect of the commerce-destroying policies of the Government 
then in power, 


The effects of these commerce-destroying policies were such 
that the president of one of the railway companies recently stated 
in public that more commerce must be obtained in order that 
Canada might survive. 


The crash having been the direct result of Dominion policies, 
the responsibility for restoration is a Dominion responsibility. 


Giving to the Dominion control of Provincial financing as the 
price for performance by the Dominion of its own direct duty to 
bring about restoration would seem to be Provincial suicide; 
because the Dominion has never made the slightest attempt to 
co-ordinate its policies with Provincial necessities—but has taken 
everything obtainable in the way of substantial cash revenue— 
leaving the Provinces to eke out a precarious existence by sale 
of natural assets and by borrowing. 


Basing future predictions upon past performance, the only time 
a Province would get consent from a Dominion Loan Board to 
borrow money, would be when this Provincial borrowing would 
leave the way open for the Dominion to lap up some more direct 
taxation. 


There could, with great national benefit, be a National Loan 
Board, on which the Provinces could have adequate representa- 
tion; and which would pass on, co-ordinate, and control all public 
borrowings—Dominion, Provincial and Municipal; with power 
to apportion sources of direct taxation, so that the Provinces 
would have some real share in direct taxation, instead of the 
illusory right to spoon out some skim milk after the Dominion 
has taken the cream,

Once the Dominion increases commerce to an extent sufficient 
to constitute a real restoration of values and earning power, 
thereby undoing the effects of Dominion mistakes, it will be time 
enough to offer some constructive criticism of Provincial balance 
sheets.
